On behalf of ArborSystems, Inc. dib/a ArborSystems, RegWest Company, LLC is submitting the attached documents in support of a non-PRIA
label amendment for subject product. RegWest will act as sole agent in this endeavor.

3. Five New Labels (incorperating the revisions)

The purpose of this label revision amendment is to delete the Worker Protection Standard ("WPS") language from the label. Earfier this month
contacted Shaunta Hill via emall for advice as to the best way fo accomplish this (i.e., amendment vs. nofification). Shaunta repiied “The labeling for
69117-10 may nct differ from the parent product which serves as your repack source.”

Crdinarily | would agree with that statement; however, in this case we wouid be perpetuating an error that occurs en the parent product that could be
construed as misbranding and should be corected to comply wilh current regulations. Per 40 CFR § 170.103 - Excepfions:

“This subpart dees not apply when any pesticide is applied on agricuitural estabiishments in the following circumstances:

{e} By injection directly into agricuitural plants.”

The Label Review Manual (Page 10-3) further clarifies the exemptions by stating: if the product’s directions for use allow for any uses that are not in
the above exceptions, the product 1S subject to the WPS. Keep reading. if the product's directions for use contain only uses that fall under cne or
more of the above exceptions, the preduct is NOT subject1o the WPS. The WPS-specific requirements in this chapter do not apply.”

Both the parent and ArborSystems’ products are injected directly info piants and are therefore not subject to the WPS.

Even if the parent label had uses that were both subject to WPS and not subject fo WPS, the registrant is allowed to market the product under two
disinctly different product labels (reference the Label Review Manual Page 10-4). While this is not applicable to the parent product, as only plant
injection use directions are on the label, it does illustrate that the Agency has made allowances for products with WPS-exempted use directions to be
correctly labeled without WPS language.
